Would >ot Supply Geese. 


The mornento js fact now bursts upon 


the world that ia the fourteenth year of 
the reign of Ptolemy Philadelphia, one 
of tlie royal jrooseherds wrote a letter 
statins that he could not supply twelve 
geese wanted for the king's festival. Of 
this simple fact the world has been in 
ignorance for aver 4,000 years; yet we 
are now assured of it on as irrefragable 
historical evidence as that which tells us 
that the Pharaoh of Joseph's time im- 
prisoned his chief butler and chief baker 
for probably as small an offense. 
It 


comes about in this way: Tho state pa- 
per concerning the royal geese was duly 
pigeonholed, and, after the lapse of 
years perlraps, was disposed of as waste 
papyrus. 
It fell into the hands of the 


undertakers, who used it along with a 
lot of similar material in making the 
cartonnage heaileaso for a mummy. 


This mummy was entombed in the ne- 


cropolis of a little town (the site is called 
Tell Gurol) at this day) which began to 
fall into decay about the time of Menep- 
thah, the supposed Pharaoh of the Exo- 
dus. 
It has been disinterred by Mr. 


Petrie in the omrseof his excavations 
in the Fayouni 
The headcnse, with a 


thin covering "f plaster over all, was 
soaked in waler, ami (lie papyri of which 
it was composed became separated with- 
out injury to the original writing. Thus 
we come to know about the gooseherd 
and about a great many other far more 
interesting 
facts in connection with 


every day life and affairs of the Egyp- 
tians of that epoch. For there are lots 
of muuimies and quite a crop of Ptole- 
maic documents, and many of them will 
soon bo in the actual custody of the 
British museum authorities. 
Consider- 


ing the progress that has been made in 
Egyptology during the present century, 
and the abundance of fresh material that 
has been brought to light of recent 
years, the next generation may bo able 
to learn as much about Egyptian anti- 
quities as the present one can about Gre- 
cian or Roman.—Levant Ilcrald.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Business of the Eegular Session- 


Engineer Barnett's Report. 


There was considerable talk at the 


regular session of the city council held 
last night, but nevertheless important 
matters received attention. 


PETITIONS AND MISCELLANEOUS. 


A numerously signed petition was pre- 


sented, asking the council to insist that 
the Illinois Central right of way on East 
Eldorado street, between Front street and 
the railroad track, lie paved or made to 
correspond with the remainder of the 
street. 
Alderman Simpson asked the 


status of the litigation between the Illi- 
inois Central railroad company and the 
city. 
Attorney McDonald said he had 


heard from the clerk of the United States 
supreme court and that in the regular 
order the case would be reached in about 
three years. He said, however, that there 
were means by which cases could be ad- 
vanced from the regular order. 
On mo- 


tion of Alderman Finn the city attorney 
was instructed to prepare a new ordi- 
nance for this improvement, and that 
the city guarantee the payment in case 
the Central won the suit iu the supreme 
court. 


lioach, McReynolds & Co. presented a 


petition asking the privilege of erecting 
a 4-ton scale on the west side of their 
building at the corner of State and Will- 
iam streets, lieferrcd to the committee 
on streets and alleys. 


The gas company furnished bond and 


was granted the privilege of removing 
certain portions of the paving on Lincoln 
square to relay gas mains. 
Smith & 


Brand were granted the same privilege on 
North Water street. 


Engineer Barnett recommended in a 


communication that steps be taken to 
puttheClapp & Jones pump in better 
condition for service. The necessity for 
a third pumping engine was demonstrated 
on September 20 when the suction pipe 
conveying water from the filter well to 
the Allis pumps gave way. These engines 
aie iiot entirely independent of each 
other, one suction pipe and one condenser 
answering for both. Now when anything 
happens to the condenser or the suction 
pipe, as on the 20th, both engines must 
stop. 
Would recommend that the Clapp 


& Jones pump be taken out and a sub- 
stantial brick foundation put in and ir.adc 
water 
tight to 
prevent 
any 
ilood 


water bucking in and damaging the ma- 
chinery iu the pit. This loundation 
would have to be twenty feet below the 
floor line because the cylinders and air 
chambers extend lifteen feet below the 
lloor line. This would necessitate taking 
out the old llolly well foundation to give 
place to the new one. 
As the old Holly 


well foundation stands within eighteen 
inches of the Allis pump foundations, it 
would be necessary to underpin these. 
The C'app & Jones pump needs the fol- 
lowing repairs: a new valve for the dis- 
charge pipe, which the city has on hand; 
the steam valve needs overhauling; pro- 
visions would have to be made to get 
water for the condenser. 
When the 


pump was in constant use we got the 
water from the old Holly filiation pipe, 
but this is now tilled up. 
Now when the 


pump is used we have to take the water 
for the condenser from the pressure main 
which takes oil a great deal of the pres- 
sure from the city. 
Under the original 


arrangement the pumps drew the water 
independent of the mains. 
To remedy 


this a ten-inch tile would have to be 
laid from the liver to the box where the 
pipe is now laid and connected with the 
condenser. 
Referred to the Water-works 


committee. 


George A. Henderson set forth in a 


communication that he usid a small 
water motor for his gas machine for 
which he paid an annual rental of $5, 
that he had devised a scheme for using 
the water in his gallery after it had 
passed through the motor, and that the 
water inspector upon discovering this 
fact had caused him to be subjected to 
another tax which ho deemed unjust. 
Referred to the Water committee.

Mahone, when he cut loose 
from the Bourbons, arrayed against him- 
self personally all the hostility born of 
generations of the b'tterest political ani- 
mosities. These in turn acted upon the 
weak-kneed of his own party, who could 
not stand the criticisms, of thos? who had 
formerly been Inn associates. But it is a 
question whether the supreme need of 
Virginia is not some such leader as Ma- 
hone, who, lorn to the boil, knows the 
people and understands their temper, 
who is thoroughly conversant with their 
local affairs, and who has the pluck and 
nerve to stand up and make a stubborn 
fight against the pet notions and vngaries 
of the men who boast of their chivalry, 
and win) an- fvr ready to proclaim, 
"Virginia ? - , < - . r. u 1 . 'her right or wrong, 
she is <mr Ktntc ...! Hi" •••'' " " To com- 
bat this c>\t-r|Mi*. iing frtate pride, find to 
fight under « laun^r which proclaims, 
"The nght, whether Virginia behi'VfS in 
in it or not, we art* for the nu'tit a; y- 
how," eorae such lender as Malmne IK 
an absolute neci'ss.ity. When Mabone 
turned )UH back upon the antiquated 
notions acil errors of Old Virginia, and 
facing about started towards the rising 
san of progress mid iiinc-tcenth centniy 
civilization, ho did :i brave act and de- 
served In be applauded by all rejen of 
modern ideas. It is not easy to do this, 
and by onp'.tioke of the spade dig the 
grave of prejudices which must have 
been a pcrcird nature to him. In his 
tight agaiust those prejudice1) which had 
well-nigh shipwrecked the state of Vir- 
ginia, he WHS in nil probability not as 
choice in tin* selection of his weapons as 
he would have been in a It'ri'J earnest or 
less vital contest. He may not have al- 
ways se!"cte'l the beat modes of warfare, 
but that hf has made himself a power in 
the Old Dominion run not for a moment 
be questioned. The manner in which 
his enemies lutve fought him has not 
helped to mollifv his naturally violent 
temper, and H is, s-mall wonder that he 
has been driven by tin1 force of circum- 
stances and the exigencies of the period, 
to usa RIM h weapons us the enemy have 
supplied lii n with. So, if .Mahone has 
cometimes lieen \iolent in his denuncia- 
tion of the Bourlwms and their methoda, 
and if he has arrayed against himself all 
the bitteroeiH of a people who have culti- 
vated bitterness as a line art, northern 
Republicans should not foraet that he 
stinds as the representative uf modern 
ideas Ir their conlhc' with meilnrvalism, 
Bud that he is one of the few leading 
southerners who has grasped the situa- 
tion and is willing to sM.ind in the fore- 
front of the determined little band who 
are striving to reach the mountain top 
where they mny fall down and worship 
the rising sun of the new civilization 
which will yet dawn upon th < south. He 
may make mistakes but he is on the 
right road, and his hands ought to be 
strengthened.
